Hallie Glover finally got out of iii* 
wagon to summon some men in a 
field about half a mile away. She re­ 
turned with three men and got back 
j in tin wagon with tho family. While 
these men were debating as to how 
to get the horses and wagon out of 
the river a large volume of water four 
or five feet high came down th* riv­ 
er. completely submerging the four 
persons aud the horses and wagon, 
sweeping them away down stream. 
It is believed that the rush of wa­ 
ter was the result of a cloudburst 
further up stream. Mrs. Glover had 
recently bought the team and was 
very proud of it and for that reason 
would not desert the wagon. Non* of 
the bodies had been recovered tO| 
night.
